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JESSE SUBLETT ON TRIAL 
IN CIRCUIT COURT 

Slayer Of Rockport ' Marshal 
Pleads Insanity; Grand Jury 
Returns Indictments. 



The second week of the regular 
March term of Circuit Court began 
Monday with the calling for trial of 
the case of the Commonwealth v.. 
Jesse Sablett. The defendant wai 
Indicted laat week for the ahootlng 
and killing of Lee R. Pheraon. town 
marshal of Rockprt, several weeks 
ago. Sublett'. defense Is insanity. 
His conduct alnce his Incarceration 
In the county jail has been violent 
and Irrational, but local non-expert 
opinion hast been divided a« to wheth- 
er he is really Insane or is merely 
feigning madness. To determine 
this fact Judge Wilson had the pri- 
soner examined by Dr. W. E. Oard- 
ner, a noted alienist of Louisville, 
who pronounced him sane. On the 
other hand the defense has Introduc- 
ed Dr. Leon L. Solomon, a leading 
physician of the same city, who gave 
it as his opinion that Sublett Is now 
-Ot unsound mind, but could give no 
absolute opinion as to his sanity- at 
the time of the commission of the 
homicide. 

The trial was preceded by an ef- 
fort by the defendant's attorney, W. 
O. Smith, of Central City, to obtain 
a charge of venue, but the request 
was denied by the Court, who held 
that a fair and impartial trial could 
be obtained in this county. After 
considerable difficulty the following 
Jury was Impaneled and sworn, viz: 
Messrs. A. B. Grant, F. M. Baize, J. 
W. Cheek, George Baltzell, T. H. 
Chlnn, Luther Chapman. William 
Flener, J. R. Mllburn. J. S. Cecil, 
Lon Smith, H. H. Westerfleld and 
Hiram Miller. 

The prosecution is being ably con- 
ducted by Commonwealth's Attorney 
Glover H. Cary, who Is being assisted 
by County Attorney Otto C. Martin. 
County wide Interest in the outcome 
of the case has brought to town one 
of the largest crowds «ver In attend- 
ance at court here. Sublett 's con- 
duct Is a spectacular object of inter- 
est to the onlookers. He has to be 
almost carried Into curt, the ser- 
almost carried Into court, the ser- 
quired. When arraigned last week 
he even rolled on the floor. The 
prevailing sentiment in the neighbor- 
hood of the scene of the crime is that 
Sublett was actuated by a mean 
variety of moonshine liquor; the 
theory of the friends, family and at- 
torney of the accused Is that his act 
was that n( a mental Incompetent. A 
hard flght was made by each aide. At 
press hour the case was in the hands 
of the Jury and a night session was 
ordered that its deliberations might 
be continued. 

The grand Jury continued IU 
deliberations, by leave of court, until 
yesterday, returning a number of 
Indictments, including several for 
Violations of the liquor laws. There 
have been a number of minor Com- 
monwealth Jury trails and default 
judgments. Only one prosecution of 
general Interest was disposed of last 
week, viz the Commonwealth vs. Dr. 
I. L, Denton. The accused had been 
indicted for detaining a female 
against her will. The trial consumed 
the better part of two days and was 
hotly contested? The Jury returned 
a verdict of guilty as to the charge 
of malicious assault, which the 
Court had Instructed them was in- 
cluded in the graver offense, and 
fixed his punishment at a flne

The refusal to enter the confer- 
ence was contained In a note from 
Secretary Charles Evans Hughes to 
Ambassador Roland Rice! of Italy, 
who had presented the invitation 
In behalf of his Government, which. 
In turn, was acting for the Allied 
Ambassadors. Slgnor Rlccl Im- 
mediately communicaud the text of 
the note to his Government. 

Popular View* CMM »«r 
The nte stated that while the 
American people were desirous of 
assisting suitably In the recovery of 
the economic life of Eurpe the Unit- 
ed States Government could not be 
unmindful of the 'clear convie- 
ticJh" of the people •that they 
abou!d not unnecessarily become 
Involved in Eurpean political ques- 
ting. 

The conviction also was expressed 
that all oonsldcratlns of aconomlc 
revival would be futile without the 
MtaMMUMBl in Russia of the es- 
sential basal of production outlined 
In the public declaration of the 
American Government March 23, 
IMl, and urged that "adequate uc- 
tlon" to that *nd be taken on the 
part of "those chiefly responsible 
for Russia's present economic dis- 
order."

In that connection it also wag 
pointed out in the note that the 
American Government believed

Smith 
was a conspicuous and growing fi- 
gure in Congress when he was given 
the Judgeship; be has hardly been 
heard of since. So it will be with 
Kenyan; after a few months he will 
have to fall from a tenth-story wln- 
dw or take the Presidency of a base 
hall league to get his name in the 
papers, but he will have a life-time 
Job. Another good man gone wrong, 
but it gives tb> Democrats and Prog- 
ressive Republicans a chance to get 
together and select his successor.

Investor to know what he is getting. 

The head of the building and loan 
associations of Ohio estimates that 
the larnurs alone of that state have 
Inveeiid many millions of dollars 
within tin last year in offerings 
which are either practically or en- 
tirely worthless. This has been 
done in rpite of the fact that regis- 
tration of slock salesmen is required 

(it lit! states could probably show 
a recotd in keeping with their popu- 
lation, for it Is not likely that gulli- 
ble persons are confined to a single 
stale, but may be found almost any- 
wbtr*. ready to become interested in 
any proposition tbat promises them 
large returns for the dollars they 
are asked to Invest. 

Agitation has been started for the 
enactment of a blue-sky law that 
would apply to all states, thereby 
giving protection against the inter- 
state use of the mails, telephones 
mid telegraphs in the solicitation of 
business that did not have reasona- 
bly substantial backing. 

• In this country," the Corn Ex- 
change Bank of Philadelphia says 
"we need a single and simple law 
adopted by all tbe states, a law re- 
quiring adtquate information in con- 
nection with security offerings; 
something similar to tbe British 
companies' act. Beyond this legis- 
lation should not go." 

There are many legitimate con- 
cerns which should not be hampered 
by any legislation which may be en- 
acted to protect Investors from the 
fraudulent ones. There should bn

set a precedent, for charity of 
this kind in tbe past has been by 
private subscription. In 1848 the 
country was so moved by the dis- 
tress of Ireland, where the potato 
crop had failed under the burden of 
furnishing the principal support for 
the eight millions of people in the 
island at tbat time, that millions 
were raised by private subscription, 
but even then tbe Congress was not 
asked to make an appropriation. In 
more recent years there have been 
appeals for the relief of famine and 
other forms of suffering in China, 
India, Ac, but In these cases also the 
response was by private subscription. 
The recent Russian relief act was the 
first case in which the Federal 
legislative bodies had taken an 
official part in the extension 
of financial aid to objects of 
charity In another country. In 
the case of Russia there was plenty 
of food In the country, but Com- 
munism does not run true to Its 
name, and the parts of Russia where 
food was abundant would not furn- 
ish It to the famine region without 
a price, and the price could not be 
raised by the sufferers. The spirit 
of altruism dictating the Congres- 
sional action is commendable, but 'he 
wisdom of the method is debatable. 
It Is, mayhap, another step towards 
o paralyzing paternalism which takes 
all Initiative and obligation from 
the individual. And it arouses an- 
other thought. Have we done our 
full duty to our suffering neighbor? 
The saintly Nazarene's mandate was 
for service "unto the uttermost patts 
of the earth," but He first pointed 
out the duty which lay nearest, the 
charity which begins at borne, "In 
Jerusalem and in all Judea and In 
Samaria."

Diet Experts of Cornell's College of 
Agriculture Recommend It as 
Articlt of 



Experts at Cornell's college of ag- 
riculture at Ithaca, N. Y., urge I wid- 
er use Of cublmtie, asserting that this 
succulent vegetable should be more 
generally included In the diet. It is 
rich In Iron und other mineral salts 
and contains a small amount of 
growth-promoting substance, t'abbage 
is eaten much more by the Spanish. 
French and ltuliuti races than by 
Americans, largely because Americans 
do not know how to cook it, it is con- 
tended. 

"Cabbage," says a statement from 
the college of agriculture "plunged In- 
to boiling suited water, and cooked 
uncovered for 110 minutes, no longer, 
will be a delicate light green color, 
tender and easily digested.
